Twelve refugees from Czecho-Slovakia fought] 
with police in the main reception hall at Croydon| 
aerodrome recently after two of their number had/ 
tried to escape from a ’plane waiting to take them] 


back to the Continent. 


One of the two men who ran away was the 


father of. the only woman among them.

The party, origtnally numbering 
18, landed at Croydon by special 
*plane from’ Copenhagen, when 
nearly 400 refugees flew to London. 
One man was allowed to remain, 
put 12 were detained and ordered 
to return. 

After they had been driven to 
the aerodrome and then pushed and 
carried by police and porters to the 
reception hall, they threatened to 
throw themselves out as soon as 
the ’plane was in the air. 

Finally the pilot, declaring that 
he was afraid of what they might 
do in their distraught state, refus- 
_-ed to take off. 

A member of the aerodrome staff 
-said: “As soon as an official told 
the refugees that the machine was 
waiting they began screaming. 
Porters and police started to push 
them towards the.’plane.
